Famous Oregon Ranch U 

Now a Waterfowl Refuge 

Another area, nnprofltable for agrl- 
culture. Is being restored to the ums 
of wildlife in this country. The bu- 
reau of biiologlcal survey has recently 
completed the acnnlsltlon ot the fa- 
mona P-Ranch In Ilnmey county, Ore- 
gon. The (M,717.acre area, now known 
as the Biltzen Hlver Migratory Bird 
refuge, not only will be Important as 
a sanctuary, but will also be of strat- 
eclc Importance In insuring a water 
supply for the Lake Malheur Bird 
refuge, which adjoins It on the north. 
Federal acquisition of these lands 
marks the return to public ownership 
of an historic area. Bounded on tlie 
east by the Steens mountains, on the 
west by the slopes rising to the Hart 
mountain, and on the south also by 
high land, the valley la traversed by 
the Donner and Blltzen river. This 
stream rises In the Steen mountains 
and flows west Into the south end of 
the bnsln, then north Into T^ke Mal- 
heur. As the name suggests, the area 
Is famous for thunderstorms, which 
are In fact the principal source of the 
rainfall. Back in the days of 1804. 
during the Snake war with the Indians, 
I the troops of Col. Geo. a Currey 
I crossed the atream during one of these 
thunderstorma and then gave it the 
German name for thunder and .light- 
In subsequent years It has been the 
scene, not only of the re&ounding 
storms of the atmosphere, but also has 
known a "Donner and Blltren" created 
by the stormy early settlers. During 
the years about 1870 amidst gunflghts 
and constant struggle among various 
exploiters of the public domaja Peter 
French. locally famous, established his 
claims to this valley with Its Teutonic 
name and established the P-Ranch 
which he made the capital of a vast cat- 
tle empire. With all the daring and 
shrewdness that characterized the 
earlv land settlers, French not only 
acquired available public lands, but 
Rlso consolidated his holdings by tak- 
ing over those of his rivals: He con- 
tinued IhlB enlargement of his kingdom 
np until the lime of his death. Decem- 
ber 20, 1897. wlien he was shot by a 
rlTal land owner along a boundary 

fence. ^ 

Since the death of the founder of the 
empire, the P-Hanch has been owned 
and managed by live slock corpora- 
tions. The Blltzen river has been 
dammed to water the vast bottom 
lands, giant dredges creating ditches 
tor the purpose, and dams being erect- 
ed at Intervals to control the water 
supply. It has at times constituted one 
of the greatest hoy ranches In the re- 
gion, and until the recent lony-contin- 
ued drouth, was considered n profitable 
nBricultural enterprise. With tlie sud- 
den decrease In rainfall, however, and 
with overgrazing, the agricultural use- 
fulness of the area lias almofit disap- 
peared nnd nt the same time the wild 
life tpeclcs dependent upon the Bllt- 
zen river's fiow have been threatened, 
with disaster. Tlie results extended 
to Utke .MnllitMir, where i\\U once fn- 
n)0us area^nnw u federal refuge-rlias j 
IJeen almost completely dried upland' 
rendered useless for a time; | 

Tlie marshy lands, stretching 35 , 
miles back from Lake Malheur, have 
always been a favorite Itreeillng Kriumd 
of migratory waterfowl. MIUlnnB of I 
ducks and geese have bred there, and 
a naturalist of the ldoli>[:ic«i survey 1 
counted 120 species of birds nesting nn 
the area. Anion}: theM- were liH) pair.-* 
of the rare sandhill rranes. Wildlife 
other than birds that will be lii'nellled 
Includes also In-avers, mule di'er, an- 
telope, and Hinnller niiuamals, AIm.ui 
n hundred beavers are known to make 
their lumie nlniig (Iin I'.llt/en river, and 
forty or (Uty aiiti-l"|«' have been oh 
served on the urea. Sniuller numborrt 
of mule deer are preRcnt.
